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From AN ARCHITECT’S Commonplace Book 


MEDIZ,VAL BUILDING ORGANISATION. [From Durham Cathedral, by W. A. Pantin (Cathedral 
Books No. 2. Lund Humphries).| How was the building of a great church like Durham organised ? 
In the first place, it was the bishop and the monks who provided the necessary funds. When building 
was begun in 1093, it was arranged that the bishop should pay for the church, and the monks for 
the monastic buildings. Later bishops also contributed generously. In 1247, Bishop Nicholas of 
Farnham appropriated the revenues of the church of Bedlington to the fabric. Appeals were also 
made to the faithful for contributions. One of the monastic officials, the sacrist, was responsible for 
the fabric as well as for the ornaments of the church, and he had the use of the estate of the Sacriston- 
heugh ; the bursar seems to have been responsible for the fabric of the monastic buildings. No doubt 
the bishop and the monks decided on building policy, as a college or chapter would now, but the 
actual building was the work of a well organised building trade. The nearest approach to a modern 
architect was the magister, or master mason, an experienced craftsman who designed the building 


and directed the workmen.

Sir Malcolm Trustram Eve, Chair- 
man of the Central Land Board, 
has stated that the Board may have 
to invoke its powers of COMPULS- 
ORY PURCHASE OF LAND. 


Sir Malcolm was speaking at a meeting of 
the Law Society at Brighton. He pointed 
out that in many cases land is deliberately 
being sold at its full value, including develop- 
ment value. One of the objects of the Town 
and Coantry Planning Act, 1947, is that land 
should be sold at its value fer the use 
to which it is being put at the time of 
sale. Then, when development takes place, 
and the developer pays a charge to the 
Board, he will not have paid for the develop- 
ment value twice over. In addition, the 
seller will have his claim on the £300,000,000 
fund for loss of development value. Sir 
Malcolm said he was afraid that the inflated 
prices being paid at the moment would be 
passed: on to whoever occupied the building 
when the land was developed, or, alterna- 
tively, that purchasers would not come for- 
ward, and approved and urgent development 
would be held up. The Board had there- 
fore asked the Minister for his approval 
in principle to the exercise of their powers 
under the Act to buy land. This would 
be done in cases where they were satisfied 
that it was deliberately being offered for 
sale or had been bought at a price con- 
siderably above existing use, value, including 
cases where the transaction was coupled

These two-storey terrace houses are part of a newly com- 
pleted housing scheme at Hackney. Designed by Graham

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ON NATIONAL PARKS 


HE proliferation of voluntary societies, formed by and 
composed of devoted enthusiasts, is a valuable charac- 
teristic of the British people. Such societies. have 

great achievements to their credit, and, while some of them have 
their attention fixed on relatively trivial or even on obstruc- 
tive objects, many more have rallied seemingly lost causes 
and led them to triumph. It, is one of the most significant 
functions of such societies to remind us continually of things 
we might easily allow ourselves to forget. The Friends of the 
Lake District* do not intend us to forget what they 
regard as defects in the arrangements Mr. Silkin has made 
for the future of our national parks. 

In the first flush of enthusiasm for the great Planning Act of 
1947 and of delight that there is now control of outdoor 
advertising, it is easy to forget that the future of the National 
Park areas is by no means secure. The Minister’s frigid 
reception of the recommendations of the Hobhouse Committee 
that special planning instruments should be created has been 
forgotten in an orgy of well-wishing and anxiety lest the admin- 
istrative difficulties of planning authorities should prejudice 
the success of the new system. The Friends of the Lake 
District have rapidly recovered their suspicious vigilance and 
are not at all satisfied that the MOTCP is equipped to deal with 
the development of adequate National Parks. And indeed 
there seem to be solid grounds for their disquiet. 


The leading article in the JourNAL for July 31, 1947 com- 


menting on the then recently issued Hobhouse Report, stated 
“the JouRNAL has doubts whether the requirements of 
National Parks are so special that planning proposals for 
them should be separately considered at every level in the 
planning hierarchy.” There is no cause to abandon this 
view, though the pamphlet under discussion points clearly 
to some weaknesses in the planning picture that may have 
particularly. serious repercussions on the satisfactory develop- 
ment of National Parks. The general assumption is that 
the Minister of Town and Country Planning will control 
the overall picture, though an individual park area may 
be divided among as many as four planning authorities. He 
will control it, however, only by permission of other Ministries 
to whom are delegated powers of giving planning consents. 
Recent experience has suggested that there is more than one 
Government Department willing to lay hands on the land 
without much regard to the views of MOTCP. Each Minister 
will undoubtedly regard the needs of his own policy as the 
most vital national interest and we may well see the National 
Parks afforested by one, flooded for a water scheme by another, 
intersected by trunk roads and railways by a third, and 
built over with factories by a fourth, all without reference to 
the Minister responsible for planning. 

Mr. Silkin has claimed that all the requirements of a National 
Parks policy as recommended by the Hobhouse Committee

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can be achieved through the medium of the 1947 Planning 
Act and that no special powers, legislation or organisation 
is necessary. ‘This remains to be seen, and in the meantime 
the very strong case made out by the Friends of the Lake 
District will be a salutary reminder not to take Ministerial 
protestations at their face value and to test them by the facts 


of the development of the National Park areas. 


If experience 


shows that existing powers are inadequate to protect the chosen 
areas, then fresh powers must be sought.

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TRY THE OTHER EYE, F.B.I. 

Beat through Copenhagen at almost 
any time of the year and you will be 
certain to flush a covey of English 
architects searching out the latest Fiske 
or Jakobsen, or (more furtively) making 
notes for their next competition eleva- 
tion. From one of these questing col- 
leagues I have had news of the British 
Exhibition which closes there at the 
end of this week. It has been appar- 
ently a tremendous success, but my 
fears (expressed here on August 19) 
as to the standard of design to be 
expected were unfortunately well justi- 
fied. No supervising architect nor 
désign policy, you may remember, was 
established at the British end, and the 
results were inevitably, shall we say, 
unequal. 


The street decorations and temporary 
structures (by Danish designers) were 
excellent. So too were about .a dozen 
of the individual stands, large and 
small. But the general standard seemed 
no higher than a pre-war Birmingham 


BIF, and some of you may remember 
how high that was, and bear the scars 
to this day.

The opening, attended by Royalty, the 
Gordon Highlanders, a squadron of 
RAF jet planes and a posse of English 
double-decker buses (a rare delight for 
the Danes) was carried out in the teeth 
of a record gale which set all the flag 
halliards slapping like machine guns, 
nearly blew down the Television studio, 
and stirred, for a brief moment, the 
sweeping moustaches of Basil Spence.

CO-OPERATIVE HOUSING 

As a footnote to the comments on the 
building situation in Germany made a 
month ago in this column, some of the 
readers of the JOURNAL may have seen 
the letter in The Times from the Ober- 
burgermeister of Delmenhorst, W. von 
der Heyde, who, it seems, has organized 
a pretty comprehensive co-operative 
housing effort. The whole adult popv- 
lation of the town, some 50,000 
persons, including 17,000 refugees, is 
to be signed on as members of the co- 
operative. Tenants, lessors and em- 
ployers are to pay a fixed contribution; 
the first subscribe an amount equal to 
10 per cent. of their rent, the second 
10 per cent. of the rents coming to 
hand, and the third 1 per cent. of the 
wages paid to his employees, including 
his own work “as a voluntary sub- 
scription.” For the rest each member 
will be able to allot such sums from his 
wages as he wishes. The scheme covers 
new roads and open spaces, so the 
whole community has an interest if 
the work. Contributions will be te 
garded as savings deposits and interest 
will be paid if and when “ the financial 
position allows.” This scheme has 
been unanimously approved by the 
town council and is due to start at onc. 
It seems an admirable idea to get the

Buchanan, bravely claimed that the 
erection of huts and shacks in a man’s 
back garden was an age-old tradition, a 
good instinct and of value to the nation. 
It is unfortunately true that the instinct 
is apt to express itself in socially unde- 
sirable terms, especially when it is one’s 
next-door neighbour who feels he must 
conform to the tradition; nevertheless, 
given reasonable facilities for getting 
good materials, garden huts will not be 
unsightly. Very few local authorities 
provide adequate storage space for the 
accumulations of a family over some 
years.

Where are we going ? 


Sirn,—Various points were raised, and 
opinions expressed, on the above topic at 
the second debate introduced by Dr. 
Giedion, which I feel cannot pass without 
comment. 

The main concern was about the Swedes, 
their “new empiricism” and as to where 
they are going. Why all the fuss? Surely 
we are not bound by their theories. They 
solve their problems in the way they think 
best, whilst we in Britain observe their 
solutions and obviously extract what we 
consider to be the good points—as with any 
other movement. This extraction process 
may be no more than an indirect influence 
upon our attitude in approaching a problem; 
in which case we may consider the influence 
as good, for automatically we fight against 
what we consider to be bad influences, and 
so™the influence must be in line with our 
general feelings, As to whether the influence 
is, in fact, good or bad posterity (and our 
contemporaries) will judge. If we are bad 
architects, the chances are that we will re- 
main so, for not even the Swedes can teach 
us to be geniuses. ; 

Good architecture is spontaneous and not 
conscious, therefore to concern ourselves too 
much about where we are going is purely 
superficial. I am thinking primarily of 
zesthetics, 

Maxwell Fry’s point about the lack of 
examples, was not, I feel, altogether correct, 
for the earlier pioneers had no examples 
to follow but worked out their own salvation, 
with certain external influences (the work 
of their fellows, etc.), playing their part. 
This is bound up with Peter Shepheard’s 
point, when he hit the nail on the head, 
by calling attention to the present day lack 
of building and architects’ lack of practice 
(not lack of example!) but when build- 
ing activity again assumes normal propor- 
tions architectural progress will be made. 
The present halt in that progress is not 
without its characteristics, e.g., barrel vault 
roofing, free dispersed planning and the 
tendency to finite “framed” elevations. 
The other main point was raised by Merton 
Tester, who viewed with horror the fact 
that owing to the present day lack of oppor- 
tunity for the bold approach, architects’ 
talents aré being spent elsewhere, due to 
which they are becoming mere technicians. 
Admittedly, we do at times tend to lose 
sight of the overall pattern and become 
engrossed in a seemingly minor technical 
point, but surely during the period when 


’ architects cannot do just as they please, they 


should look inward and tidy up their techni- 
cal knowledge to be able to give their 
future dreams greater realism. The fact 
that this opportunity exists is, I feel, the 
spur for architects to realize technical 
efficiency and perfection which, apart from 
being of great value to the country in the 
interests of economy, could possibly be 
likened, on a lower plane, to the earlier train- 
ing years when we know how we wanted 
to desigm but needed just a little more 
knowledge of construction to complete the 
job. For are we not experiencing a peculiar 
metamorphosis and slowly emérging from 
an enforced hibernation? I am not saying 
that the architect should absorb (even if 
he could) all the overwhelming amount of 
advanced technical knowledge now being 
published, but it is there for reference, 
and he must know how to use it. In one 
way I agree with Merton Tester and shudder 
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The competition for the new railway station at 
Venice was held during the war and the results 
were not therefore reported at the time. It has 
now been announced that work on the station 
is to begin shortly, and will be based on a 
modification of the design awarded the first 
prize. This is the top one in the accompanying 
group of premiated designs, reproduced from a 
war-time Italian newspaper. The architect is 
Virgilio Vallot. The results of the competition 
are remarkable for the great variety of styles 
chosen, showing that it is not only in England 


and America that architects exhibiting many 
different approaches to their art can flourish 
at the same time, and that it is not only in the 
USSR that nineteenth-century eclecticism is 


projected into the twentieth. The winning entry 


has some claim to be called modern, though it 
is so in outward style rather than in feeling, 
and shows little imagination. The remaining 
entries range from Second Empire Monumental 
and a sort of modified Regency to the art- 
nouveau-cum-Crystal Palace design at the 
bottom of the page.

In Parliament 


Members of Parliament, summoned back 
to Westminster for the special short session 
designed to enable the Government to 
the Parliament Bill on the Statute Book, 
were afforded an opportunity of considering 
many matters of interest besides the subject 
of this controversial measure. 

They learned, for example, through the 
medium of a written Parliamentary reply 
by Mr. C. W. Key, Minister of Works, that 
buildings erected at Sydenham at a cost of 
£212,000 for a Ministry of Labour Building 
Trades Training Centre have not been used 
for that purpose owing to the decision to 
reduce the number of training places. The 
buildings have been allocated in part for 
a technical school, and the remainder fot 
industry. Owing to the fact that this piece 
of news was contained in a written reply 
no discussion could take place on it, but 
Members specially concerned with the build 
ing industry will no doubt question the 
Minister in the House when opportunity 
arises. 

At question-time Mr. Key was asked by 
Mr. A. E. Marples (Con.—Wallasey) when 
the committee appointed by him in June, 
1947, to keep under review the prices of 
building materials, would make their recom- 
mendations. 

Mr. Key replied that this was a standing 
which made recommendations 
to him from time to time in response to 
requests for advice. 

Mr. Marples: “ Will the Minister consider 
publishing those findings in order to ensure 
a more speedy implementation of whatever 
recommendations are made?” 

Mr. Key: “I am giving consideration to 
that matter, but I think that on the whole 
I shall get better and more intimate advice 
if I do not publish all the reports of this 
committee.”

Dennis Chapman; MY, opinion 


planning hag a “ bad history” in that much 
of the present planning activity derives from 
a kind of social guilt which was brought 
out in the early stages of the war; and 
offered in return for loyalty promises of a 
new social life. To meet these promises vast 
plans were made to cover the whole range 
of our social life, including the re-planning 
of many of our great cities and towns and 
the establishment of new towns. Much of 
this planning activity was associated with 
the master-plan concept which ignores 
social development and attempts to forecast 
the material framework of our social life’ 
at some more or less remote period, taking 
little account of our almost complete failure 
to forecast og og | any of the major 
social changes that have taken place this 
century. 

The master-plan concept, from its nature, 
does not regard planning to be a conscious 
process derived from the citizens themselves, 
but is rather a ready-made prescription, of 
the expert for the patient, who in many 
cases is not even consulted. There have, of 
course, been plans which have been based 
on a great deal of public consultation and 
enquiry, as at Middlesbrough, and such a 
plan, if based upon the research, will be 
a great advance over the master-plan derived 
from sanitary rules and ascetic principles. 
It wilh still have the disadvantage, however, 
that it is a static concept and that consulta- 
tion is not, in itself, a substitute for a know- 
ledge of the essential human processes which 
make up city life, and the social psycho- 
logical processes which control urban 
morale. 

It is on the question of a satisfactory social 
life that most work needs to be done. We 
have begun to appreciate more and more the 
importance of the informal social relations 
which grow up between people to their 
mental and ultimately their physical health. 
Such studies as that of Russell Fraser on 
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Neurosis in Industry have emphasized the 
importance of friendship. We have dis- 
covered, however, that friendship has its 
origin in work, in residence and relationship 
rather than from social institutions. This 
information is not, in itself, particularly 
helpful to the planner as, in most cases, 
the units concerned are either too small or 
too intangible to enter into his calculations. 
There is some evidence, however, about the 
larger groups which are important in social 
life, and in the following account of Aycliffe 
I have tried to show how these can be used 
to build up a precinct, which in turn is a 
unit within a ward. You will notice that 
the precinct is small and our whole town of 
five wards is only about the size of a 
neighbourhood unit. 


SOCIAL PLANNING AT AYCLIFFE, 
CO. DURHAM 


Aycliffe is to be a town of 10,000 popula- 
tion; it is to be situated some five or six 
miles north of Darlington, adjacent to the 
‘site of a Royal Ordnance factory which is 
being converted into a trading estate. It is 
important to stress that the siting of the 
town is to some extent fortuitous and not 
based, say, on a micro-climatological survey. 
At present, the town and the trading estate 
are under separate control and the industrial 
structure of the estate is already out of 
balance with the planned population of the 
new town. I mention this to show that 
planning, to be successful, is economic, 
social and architectural—thus all our social 
plans and all our housing provision may be 
upset if our new town has to absorb 2,000 
lodgers, as may well happen. We have, of 
course, studied this problem together with 
problems of population ‘structure, class com- 
position and like matters, in order roughly 
to estimate the number of dwellings of 
different kinds and with different accommo- 
dation; this work, of course, follows familiar 
lines. 

We have planned our housing to facilitate 
social relations and we have proposed 
management and resettlement policies that 
take account of the social roots of the 
families who are scored and will endeavour 
to re-establish them. The basic and most 
important social intercourse is that between 
immediate neighbours, two or three families 
on both sides of the dwelling. This consists 
in mutual visiting, mutual excursions to 
shops and places of interest and entertain- 
ment, but possibly more important, mutual 
aid in every aspect of domestic life, in sick- 
ness and in the care of children. In general 
this kind of social life is not greatly affected 
by housing layout except that the isolation 
of individual dwellings should be avoided. 
(This is not so important for the middle 
class family whose social relations are more 
highly organised and whose dependence on 
others is somewhat less.) 

At the next level of social integration 
families get together spontaneously, in 
disaster or for celebration, in groups of 40 
to 100 houses, depending on layout, and 
thence the possibility of face to face con- 
tacts. Social activity of this kind is difficult 
in long wide streets—easy in squares, rounds 
and cul-de-sacs (but trees should be planted 
to break up the noise). Space for activity 
—bon-fires, open air dances, tea parties, and 
political meetings, etc., is desirable. It has 
been observed that groups of this size cele- 
brated V.E. and V.J. days together, and 
that such groups throw up natural leaders— 
air raid wardens, savings group collectors, or 
the people who will make a collection for 
the penniless widow victim of an accident. 
These considerations should control the size 
of the “ precinct.” 

The next size of group, or “ ward,” is that 
of 400 to 500 families: who can support the 
institution of a local shopping centre of ten 
to fifteen shops—grocer, butcher, fish and 
chips, baker, greengrocer, electrician-radio- 
cycles, chemist, hairdresser, newsagent-con- 
fectioner, draper and haberdasher, post office 
(especially important for pensions, children’s 
allowances, etc.), public telephone—and 


minor administrative centre. A group of 
this size would allow all these to be withig 
10 minutes of the home. 

The first institution to be considered is the 
ante-natal clinic which may be combined 
with the infant welfare clinic. This shoulg 
be located in the local shopping and ads 
ministrative centre within twelve minutes of 
the home so that journeys to the clinics may 
also be used for shopping and other pur 
poses. Research has shown that distaneg 
affects the extent to which clinics are used 
even in such cases as the two visits required 
for the immunisation of the child againgt 
diphtheria. (Social Survey Study, 1944.) 

Day nursery and nursery school accommo: 
dation should be provided for each group 
of four to five hundred houses. If possiblg 
the clinic and child welfare centre should 
be associated with these institutions in ordef 
to make possible the greatest number of in 
formal meetings of mothers living in the 
same area. The neighbourly relations thug 
created by common interest in the child may 
be an important integrating influence, and 
the discussions between mothers at clinieg 
and nurseries are useful ways of dissemin« 
ating information about child health. 

There is a strong case for infants’ schoolg 
on the same basis. As in most case 
children of five to six have to be accom: 
panied, the local infant school for 400-506 
houses would keep the journey within tem 
to twelve minutes and also facilitate parental 
social life—the break should come at seveml 
when children can travel alone, further and 
more quickly. The usual arrangement is of 
schools of 240 and 360, five to seven year 
olds, which are much too large for the social 
life of the child. The placing of nurseries 
and infants’ schools should take account of 
the working mother who will take and 
collect her child on the way to work. 

The group of 400 to 500 houses should 
support a public house, a social club (Club 
and Institute Union) and a branch library, 
This might have children’s study accommo- 
dation and rooms and a hall for meetings, 
It might also be a local arts centre for ex- 
hibitions, concerts, dramatics, dances, dis- 
plays, etc., and also a British Restaurant. 

In the. main the re-settlement and social 
guidance should be carried out by the womaft 
housing manager specially trained for new 
town work. If housing groups are planned 
to be of 400 to 500 units with 50 to 100 
middle class dwellings, owner-occupied of 
on monthly or quarterly tenancies, then oné 
woman housing manager with clerical assist 
ance could handle each group. She should 
have an office which should be a minof 
administrative centre in the local shopping 
centre, as proposed in Bristol. 

Places of worship will have to serve larger 
areas—possibly the whole town. It is doubt- 
ful if there is a case for the normal type of 
community centre in areas of this size. It is 
suggested that the other kinds of social and 
educational interests be organized from the 
town centre to act as an integrating force 
for the town as a whole. In planning the 
location of shops and administrative build 
ings these should be on the town centre side 
on a natural route rather than in the centreg 
of the group. ‘This briefly is the basis for 
the ward. 


THE TOWN CENTRE 


The function of the town centre is to pro- 
vide a place where the citizens can meet for 
common objectives which concern them all 
as a group. Therefore care should be taken 
not to provide facilities which concern the 
neighbourhood group and could be decen- 
tralized into the ward centre. There will be 
four main functions: (i) social in its widest 
sense, a place of meeting, pageantry, political 
meetings, and entertainment; (ii) a place of 
administration; (iii) a centre for service, 
shops and offices; and (iv) a centre of educa- 
tion. In performing these functions the town 
centre will have to express the character of § 
the town and by its architectural quality con-¥ 
tribute to ‘the loyalty and interest of the 
citizens. 
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36.B1 FIRE APPLIANCES 


This Sheet descr'b:s two types of fire appliance—the 
-Pyrene Everyway- hose-reel and the -Conquest- 
portable soda-acid fire extinguisher. The drawings 
give the dimensions of the recesses to accommodate 
both types together with critical dimensions for fixing. 


-Pyrene Everyway- Hose-reel 


Typical applications: Theatres, schools, hospitals, 
municipal and industrial buildings. 

Principle: The reel, complete with hose, is mounted 
on a spindle which is fixed to q wall bracket. The 
water supply passes through the back centre of the 
reel and through the hose. The hose is controlled 
by a swivelling roller which permits it to be run out 
in any direction. The end of the hose is fitted with a 
shut-off nozzle cock. 


Operation : Open water control valve with one hand 
and lift nozzle with the other. Proceed as far as 
necessary towards the fire, open nozzle cock and direct 
jet to base of flames. Close nozzle to save unneces- 
sary water damage when fire has been extinguished.

Cl model -Conquest- Soda-Acid Fire Extinguisher 
(2 gallons capacity)

SITE PLAN 


SITE.—The portion of the site 
affording a wide space, suitable 
contours, and good aspect, decided 
the position of the school buildings. 


PLAN.—The plan comprises a 
series of blocks on different levels, 
parallel with the contours, linked 
together with a central corridor. 
Access from the main entrance and 
the students’ entrance is direct on 
to this link. The entrance hall com- 
bines the purposes of crush hall, 
exhibition hall and focal point. 
The various departments are ar- 
ranged en suite, and care has been 
taken to isolate the noisy activities 
from the quiet. Coat rooms and 
sanitary accommodation for the 
students are arranged centrally on 
two floors. The libraries are 
planned to be served and super- 
vised from a central service coun- 
ter. On the first floor are the 
classrooms or study rooms. The 
domestic science rooms are planned 
on the ground floor for convenience 
of bringing in supplies. Above 
are the light craft rooms, and the 
science room. Good lighting and 
ventilation is provided in the 
domestic science block by pro- 
jecting forward the craft rooms 
above, thereby providing an anti- 
sun glare overhang. The supports 
for the overhang form sun baffle 
walls. The heavy craft workshops 
at the rear open on to the service 
yard, which would also be used 
for practical building demonstra- 
tions. The whole of the southern 
elevation of the gymnasium is 
made to open, and faces a paved

area. Wall bars and other fittings 
are arranged around the remaining 
walls, which, have windows at a 
high level. Changing rooms and 
showers are readily accessible to 
the playing fields. 


ELEVATIONAL TREATMENT. 


By the use of contrasting masses 


of local stone against light-toned 
walls and areas of windows, an 
attempt has been made to break 
away from the monotony of brick 
and glass, as well as to im- 
part the atmosphere of the 
traditional college combined with 
the modern high standards of 
educational requirements.

Memorandum issued in order to explain to 
the general public and to those directly 
afiected, reasons for proposing development 
of new town in area designated. Informa- 
tive statement, illustrated by two maps. 


The proposal to establish a new town at 
Glenrothes results from the Government's 
plan to develop the resources of the Scottish 
coalfields and to increase Scottish coal pro- 
duction. In view of the serious decline in 
output of the Lanarkshire coalfields an ex- 
pansion in other coalfields has become a 
Matter of great urgency, and areas selected 
for such expansion include the coalfields 
of Fife, Clackmannan, and the Lothians. 
The area designated for the new town at 
Glenrothes lies within the East Fife coal- 
field area, the development of which will 
eventually lead to the doubling of the 
present mining population. 

Based on recommendations contained in the 
1944 Report of the Scottish Coalfields Com- 
mittee (Cmd. 6575), it is suggested that 
miners should be housed away from the 
collieries and should have the advantage of 
living in a mixed community side by side 
with members of other trades and occupa- 
tions. In order to arrive at a reasonably 
balanced mixed community it is proposed 
that the proportion of miners to other 
population should be not more than about 
lin 8 or 1in 9. On this basis the new com- 
munity would have a population of 30,000. 
The site for the proposed new town should 
satisfy amongst others the following require- 
Ments:—{1) it must be sufficient in area 
to ensure that houses, factories, shops, public 
buildings, schools, playing fields, etc., can 


/ 


be grouped in accordance with modern 
planning principles, and to enable a green 
belt to be provided round the built-up area 
of the town; (2) it must be within reasonable 
distance of the main centres of mining 
development and have good road and rail 
communications; (3) it must be capable of 
being readily supplied with water, drainage 
and power and be advantageously situated 
for industrial development. The area desig- 
nated for the new town fulfils these require- 
ments, as is explained in the memorandum, 
which also gives careful consideration to the 
effect of the proposed new town develop- 
ment on agriculture within the district.

TRAFFIC SURVEYS 


Traffic Surveys: Practical Methods for 
Planners and Road Engineers. R. B. 
Hounsfield. (Gilbert Wood & Co., Ltd., 
for so and Building News. 1948

Useful and practical guide to various 
aspects of traffic surveying. Purposes and 
types of surveys. Collection, analysis, and 
presentation of data. Illustrated by dia- 
grams, charts, tables, maps, and photo- 
graphs. Bibliography. 

The flow of traffic and its volume and 
direction influence many phases of physical 
planniag. To determine the extent of such 
influences it is almost always necessary to 
undertake a traffic census. It is the purpose 
of this comprehensive booklet to outline the 
required survey technique and to show that 
the taking of a traffic census need not neces- 
sarily be undertaken by large public 
bodies with unlimited funds at their dis- 

sal, but may well be carried out success- 
ully by smaller groups with restricted per- 
sonnel and financial resources. 

In an introductory chapter the author dis- 
cusses certain advantages inherent in the 
taking of a simple census, possibly aug- 
mented by subsidiary censuses, as compared 
with taking an unnecessarily elaborate one. 
He then goes on to analyse centain purposes 
and types of traffic surveys. The volume of 
traffic has a direct bearing on the life of a 
road and its foundation; on the cost to be 
borne by highway authorities which depends 
on the through-traffic importance of the 


road, and on decisions regarding traffic 


control, speed limits, 2weight restrictions, 
and alternative routes. Types of surveys 
include origin-and-destination censuses by 
various methods; parking surveys divided 
into a cordon count to assess the total day- 
time increase in vehicles in an area over 
the night figure, and into a local survey of 
parked and waiting vehicles and the garage 
and kerbside facilities for coping with 
them; accident records in a district; sur- 
veys on the behaviour of pedestgian traffic; 
and surveys of the capacity of traffic 
routes in connection with the movement of 
freak loads. 

The carrying out of all these types of 
surveys can be greatly assisted by utilizing 
existing information contained in a variety 
of censuses prepared by the Ministry of 
Transport and the Police. Data relating 
to this aspect are recorded in the booklet, 
together with detailed information on the 
preparation of survey work, including pilot 


surveys and staff requirements, on the regis- | 


tration and analysis of data obtained from 
an origin-and-destination survey, and on the 
methods and techniques of presenting sur- 
vey results visually. 

Planning aspects in relation to other forms 
of transport such as railway layouts, gauges 
and traffic, and and canals are also 
discussed, and a 1 chapter is devoted to 
the problem of traffic forecasting, with 
some indication of methods used to assess 
future volumes of traffic. 

Altogether this is a most informative 
treatise on a subject of great importance 
to the planner, and ofie on which general 


outline guidance has not been readily 
available.

ANODIZING ALUMINIUM 


Anodic Oxidation of Aluminium and Its 
Alloys. ADA Information Bulletin No. 14. 
(Aluminium Development Association. 1s.) 


Comprehensive well produced publication, 
with coloured plates and tables on the for- 
mation of anodic film on aluminium, the 
effects of alloying elements is discussed, also 
the problems of anodizing castings. 


After a description of the preparations 
necessary for anodizing, the three main pro- 
cesses using chromic acid, sulphuric acid or 
oxalic acid are compared together with the 
differences of film which they each produce 
on the metal. 

A large section of the booklet deals with 
the dyeing of anodized aluminium, compar- 
ing results achieved with the three main pro- 
cesses of anodizing, and discussing suitable 
dye stuffs, and iacluding also descriptions of 
dyeing with inorganic salts and the produc- 
tion of special effects such as direct printing 
and photographic processes. 

In conclusion, the general characteristics of 
anodic films are described, together with the 
Process of electrolytic brightening.

GEOLOGY 


Geology Applied to Building and Engineer- 
ing. Arthur Bray. (Sir Isaac Pitman & 
Sons Ltd. 1948. 18s.) 

Brief explanation of classification of rocks 
followed by chapters on each main class, 
including brickwork clays. Also chapter 
on water supply as affected by geology, 


materials used in paints, asbestos and 
bitumen. 


- 


A book dealing with geology related par- 
ticularly to building and engineering might 
have been a most useful addition to the list 
of publications on building materials. The 
Present work certainly gives a good general 
picture of the geology of this country, and js 
interesting on that account, but it fails in its 
main purpose of relating the geology to 
building, not so much by error as by 
omission. 

The chapter on limestones is an example. 
This opens with a statement which gives the 
impression that limestones are seldom suit- 
able for use in town buildings. A later very 
brief reference to Portland stone only 
slightly corrects this, and there is no real 
description of the value of Portland or 
other limestones as facing materials, nor of 
the peculiar weathering Patterns they 
produce. 

In the general chapter on weathering of 
stone the information is also very sketchy; 
for example, there is no reference to satura- 
tion coefficient in connection with frost 
resistance. 

_The chapter dealing with water supply is 
interesting and rather more useful, but other 
information is often scattered and insuffi- 
ciently detailed, as when it is stated that 
different stones give varying possibility in the 
sizes obtainable without any guide as to 
what sizes can be had in each type. 

One is therefore reluctantly driven to the 
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conclusion that what might well have been 
a most useful book has some degree of 
interest to the geologically minded, but 
not enough of value to architects and engin- 
eers to encourage them to accept the 
geology in the process of gaining directly 
applicable practical information. 


20.91 construction: complete structures 
RC. FISH MARKET 


Reconstruction of Fish Market, Lowestoft. 
(Civil Eng. & Public Works Review, July, 
1948, pp. 344-6.) 

Reinforced concrete structure with cast in 
situ main frames and precast purlins. Roof 
cover: reinforced asbestos cement troughings 
id to an overall transverse slope of only 
4 degrees. 

The article describes the rebuilding of the 
Fish Market at Trawl Dock (270 ft. long, 
9 ft. wide) and part of Waveney Dock, 
Lowestoft, the timber covering of which 
was damaged during the war. Both the 
design and the method of construction con- 
tin many interesting features. The main 
frames of the Waveney Dock are spaced at 
15 ft, centres. The transverse beams have 
one or two inner spans of 30 ft. and two 
cantilevers each. The cantilevers of the 
single-span frames are 10 ft., those of the 
twospan frames 8 ft. 6 in. Generally, the 
columns were constructed two or three bays 
ahead of the transverse beams. The shutter- 
ing for the transverse beams was: made in 
two halves, secured by bolts, with a joint 
along the centre line of the bottom board. 
The beam box was suspended from a travel- 
ling steel gantry. A complete cage of re- 
inforcement for a whole beam was assembled 
on the ground, hoisted on to the scaffold, 
and deposited into the beam box. Each 
beam was generally concreted in the after- 
noon and the sides of the box freed next 
morning. It was then possible to move the 
two halves of the box to the position re- 
quired for the next beam. By this means 
a complete transverse beam was concreted 
tach day. This proceduse was maintained 
throughout the winter 1947-1948. Equip- 
ment for heating both the aggregate and 
water was available on the site for use in 
case of severe frost.

ROOF SLATING 


Roof Slating. Draft BS. C. of P. Sub-Code 
(British Standards Institution. 


This code, prepared by a committee of the 
RIBA, is issued at present as a draft for 


comment, and is a companion volume to the 
sub-code Roof-Tiling already issued in draft 
form. The code deals with both natural 
and asbestos cement slates, and with board- 
ing, felting, battening, and size of slates and 
the gauge for laying them; with methods 
of nailing, and with the problems of roof 
drainage.

DAY LIGHTING & TOWN PLANNING 


Official Restrictions on Urban Obstruction, 
Parts I and Il. P. J. Waldram. (Arch. & 
Building News, Aug, 6, p. 120, and Aug. 
13, p. 140.) 


Comparison old and new standards of 
daylighting for schools; suggested modifica- 
tions to urban restrictions. Control of 
Urban Redevelopment. 


An Examination of Current Proposals. 
(P. J. Waldram. (Journal RIBA, Aug., 
1948, p. 462.) 


Criticisms and suggested modifications of 
urban restrictions. Short, illustrated. 


Owing to the similarity of viewpoint it is 
convenient to review these together. The 
reference to school lighting contains the 
now familiar plea that the standards in the 
regulations are set so high that children’s 
eyesight may now be prejudiced by too 
much light. Correspondence in the A & 
BN for Aug, 27 olaims that the new 
standards involve a negligible increase for 
those near windows, so that if there is any 
danger of over-lighting, the old standard 
did not prevent it. It is claimed that the 
regulations make multi-storey schools im- 
possible, and that top-lighting, which is now 
a recognised practice, was once forbidden 
by the old Board of Education. 

The article on the proposed urban restric- 
tions is inspired by the Ministry of Town 
& Country Planning’s Manual on urban 
development, which is described as a 
“directive” which makes the proposals 
“obligatory.” This must surely be an 
error, for the manual seems very clear that 
this is not the case. If there is any doubt 
on the point it should be cleared up by the 
Ministry at once. 

The author claims that the proposals 
themselves contain “ many and fundamental 
errors,” but says that “a small modification 
renders the new method precise, feasible 
and not very unjust.” This appears to refer 


to a change in the angle of restriction, and. 


reference to a ho-sky line for a standard 
instead of a particular daylight factor. The 
idea of open planning which lies behind 
the new proposals is commended.

The Royal Society Scientific Information 
Conference. J. D. Bernal, D. Chadwick, 
J. E. Holmstrom, and H. Munro Fox. 
(Nature, August 21, 1948, pp, 279-286.) 


Report of very important conference held 
by Royal Society in London during June 21- 
July 2, 1948, in order to examine possibilities 
of improving existing methods of collection, 
indexing, and distribution of scientific litera- 


ture and of extension of existing abstracting 
services. 


The urgency of the problems investigated 
by the conference arises from the fact that 
the yearly output of scientific literature is 
estimated to total anything up to one million 
published items apart’from the unpublished 
material multiplying within every scientific 
establishment. Improvements for existing 
arrangements were discussed under the 
following four main headings: —(1) publica- 
tion and distribution of papers reporting 
original work; (2) abstracts and abstracting 
journals; (3) indexing and other library
